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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment after final filed 
on 4/17/2008. Claims 1-14 and 16-18 are currently pending in the application. An 
action follows below: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 4 and 1 6-1 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a touch screen overlay element with buttons 
for providing an input device. Independent claims 1 and 12 identify the uniquely distinct 
features " the membrane comprises a fiber optic plate ". The closest prior art, Selig, 
Kraus, and Hanson disclose touch screen overlays and a fiber optic plate for placement 
over a display device, but provide rigid fiber optic plates, and arrange the fiber optic 
plate between the touch input elements and the display, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
